They 
stonewalled it for years, including by perjury, which i charged, under oath my- 
aelf rather tlian through counsel's ploadings, and that not for tho first time. In 
the end I got about 80, 000 once-withheld pages# 

The FBI's own evidence leaves it without doubt that Ray was not the assassin 
\an<l that the government knew it. As one of many example^ the riflle in which you 
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wxpressed an interest was never given even the basic swab test. The alleged
